be beneficially made in the number and boundaries of Poor Law Unions and 
Electoral Divisions in that part of Our United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland called Ireland, having due regard to the extent, population, and valua- 
tion of such Unions and Electoral Divisions respectively. 

Now know ye that We, being well satisfied of your zeal, ability, and fitness 
for the said office, have authorized and appointed, and do by these presents 
authorize and appoint you the said Thomas Aiskew Larcom, William E. 
Delves Broughton, and Charles Sharman Crawford, to be our Commissioners 
for the purposes aforesaid. And We do hereby give and grant to you, or any 
two of you, full power and authority to call before you such of the Guardians 
of the said Unions, and all such other persons as you may judge likely to 
afford you any information upon the subject of this inquiry, and to inquire 
of and concerning the premises by all other lawful ways and means what- 
soever. 

And We do by these Presents Will and Ordain that this Our Commission 
shall continue in full force and virtue, and that you Our said Commissioners, 
or any two of you, may from time to time proceed in the execution thereof, 
and of every matter and thing therein contained, although the same be not 
continued from time to time by adjournment. 

And Our further Will and Pleasure is that you Our said Commissioners, 
upon due inquiry into the premises, do report to Us in writing, under your 
hands and seals, your several proceedings under and by virtue of this Our 
Commission, together with what you shall find touching or concerning the 
premises. And We further authorize and empower you to report to Us your 
proceedings under this Commission from time to time, should you judge it 
expedient so to do.

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INSTRUCTIONS. 



rENTLEMEN, Whitehall, March 27, 1848. 

I AM directed by Secretary Sir George Grey to transmit to you the 
accompanying Commission ; and I am to address to you the following observa- 
tions for your guidance in the discharge of the duty entrusted to you. 

As regards Unions, recent experience has proved that many of them are 
inconveniently large, and a reduction of their size, and consequent formation of 
new Unions, may in some cases be assumed to be desirable. 

With reference to this branch of the duty entrusted to you, you will inquire 
and report as to each of the existing Unions : — 

1. Whether the workhouse is situated at a market-town or other convenient 
central place, to which the Guardians are in the habit of resorting. 

2. Whether the size, and other geographical circumstances of the Union, are 
such as to prevent the Guardians and Relieving Officers from attending the 
Board without serious interruption to their other duties. 

3. Whether the same circumstances prevent the applicants for relief, who 
desire or who may be required to attend the Board, from doing so without 
serious inconvenience. 

4. Whether the amount of population and pauperism in each Union is 
greater than would render it possible for the Guardians, in ordinary times, to 
transact the business of the Union conveniently on one day of the week. 

And, lastly, what alterations it would be advisable to make in the boundaries 
of existing Unions, and what new Unions it would be desirable to form, in 
order to meet the wants of the country on the points above adverted to, or any 
others which may present themselves in the course of your inquiries; due 
regard being had to the position of the existing workhouses, and the charge to 
be incurred in the erection of new workhouses. 

With regard to the Electoral Divisions, you will inquire and report as to 
each of such divisions : — 

1. Whether the extent and other circumstances are such as to enable the 
inhabitants to feel a community of interest, and to co-operate without difficulty 
for their general welfare. 

2. Whether the proportion between the value, capabilities, and population,, 
bears as fair a ratio to those of the adjoining Electoral Divisions as permanent, 
local circumstances admit. 

The case of large towns requires special consideration. The elements con- 
nected with their social organization differ materially from those of rural 
districts; and while, on the one hand, it may be desirable to keep them 
separate, on the other, this might throw an undue burden on the towns. Your 
attention will therefore be directed to the most equitable mode of apportioning 
the burden. 
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Lastly, regard being had to the preceding considerations, you will inquire 
and report what alterations it will be desirable to make in the boundaries o 
particular Electoral Divisions what Electoral Divisions ought to be reduced 
an extent, -and what new Electoral Divisions it may be desirable to form. 

In considering the formation of new Unions or new Electoral Divisions ol a 
smaller size than those now existing, you will bear in mind the means oi 
forming Boards of Guardians so composed as to be able from their intelligence 
and knowledge of business to conduct the administration of the New Poor- 
Law, with due regard to the local benefit of their constituents and to the general 
interests of the country.

TO THE QUEEN’S MOST EXCELLENT MAJESTY. 

We, the undersigned Commissioners appointed by Your Majesty under 
date 17th day of March, 1848, to inquire and report what alteration may be 
beneficially made in the boundaries of Poor Law Unions and electoral divisions 
in Ireland, have now the honour to report the conclusions at which we have 
arrived, and the progress we have made in carrying them into effect. 

We found the subject entrusted to our consideration divide itself into two 
branches ; 1st, as relating to Unions ; and 2nd, to electoral divisions ; and the Division of ihe 
points for inquiry in .each were very clearly laid down in your instructions of subject, 
the 27th March. 

On those points accordingly we endeavoured to obtain information from 
every accessible source, and our first step was, to invite all parties interested to 
make known to us the cases of any Unions or electoral divisions in which the 
conditions, referred to in those Instructions, were not fulfilled. For this purpose 
we circulated queries to the chairman of each Board, to the Guardians individ- c rculaiion of 
ually, to the Irish Members of both Houses of Parliament, and to numerous 4 ueries - 
other individuals of all classes ; besides inserting them in the local newspapers. 

In addition to which, we were visited by many deputations and persons, of 
whose views and reasoning we endeavoured to possess ourselves. 

From all these sources we received much information, and proceeded to 
classify the various complaints, in order, as far as possible, to meet them, and 
remove the causes. 

Is*. In regard to Unions : — Unions- 

The replies and statements generally concurred in representing many of them 
as inconveniently large, more especially in the southern and western districts 
of the country •, and we were led to consider the instructions under which they 
were originally formed, with the circumstances which produced such manifest Appendix A. .

sioners in 1838, appeared to embrace every contingency likely to arise, and Commissioners in 
there was no reason to douht that those instructions were carried out to the 1S38 wand » 
fullest extent of the local and territorial information then available. fEJ 'U£££.

But at that time, only relief in the workhouse was contemplated, and the Relief confined to 
principal market towns were chosen for centres of Unions, and for the sites of the workhouse at 
workhouses. Such towns are more abundant in the north and east than in other p^i^’market 
parts of the country, and this circumstance, together with the greater density of towns being made- 
the population, the superior cultivation of the land, and the smaller extent of 
mountain and waste, led naturally to the formation of smaller Unions. of larger Unions in- 

Still the advantage of the smaller Union was not so sensibly felt as it now is, " d

For this, however, there were other causes than the smaller Unions. The 
electoral divisions were also smaller, and more nearly coterminous with 
property. The country was in a far better condition. The potato had. never 
been so entirely depended upon as the staple of food. The state of agriculture 
was, generally speaking, better in all respects, and there was a considerable 
amount of manufacturing industry. From the one or other, or from all these

enabled to dispense with out-door relief altogether. Concurrently with this 
we found the opinion universal, that the workhouse afforded the only efficient 
test of destitution ; accordingly, in the greater number of the Unions of the 
south and west, auxiliary workhouses were resorted to — that is, temporary 
houses were rented, with temporary staff attached to them ; or additions were 
made to the existing workhouses, with corresponding additional staff; while 
much injury to the health of the inmates was found to result from the crowded 
state of the houses. 

Of the necessity for increased workhouse accommodation, therefore, there 
could be no doubt, and it only remained to consider whether that neces- 
sity was merely temporary, so that accommodation would he most advan- 
tageously afforded by temporary means, or whether additional Unions with 
small houses, should he interposed among the existing Unions. Every analogy 
and every inference which the better conditioned districts afforded, was°in 
favour of the additional Unions, and as a main object of these smaller Unions, 
was the more vigilant administration of the law, with a view to the prevention 
of abuses, there was every reason to hope that the expence of building and 
establishment to be incurred by the additional houses, would be saved by the 
greater economy which would be exercised in the administration of relief. We 
are aware that this opinion has been greatly controverted. It has also been 
asserted that the extra accommodation has been rendered necessary only by the 
peculiar distress of the time, and will not he permanently required. It, how- 
ever, still appeared to us, that, to a considerable extent, the necessity must 
co-exist with the administration of out-door relief, and all inquiry confirmed 
our opinion, that out-door relief could not be economically administered, even 
with the assistance of the newly appointed relieving officers, without rigid 
sciutmy on the part of the Guardians, thus rendering necessary a reduction of 
Unions, even for their convenience and efficiency. But apart from these cir- 
cumstances, and in addition to the economy of the relief afforded we had to 
consider its efficiency to its object. We had to consider the right of the desti- 
tute to lacile relief, as well as the economy with which relief could be 
administered, and when we found Unions so large that a pauper might be 
required to travel 30 miles to the workhouse, with the chance of rejection 
ttiere could be no hesitation in reducing a distance so prohibitory* 

In some of the large Unions also, objections to reduction have been made on 
tlie ground, at first sight most reasonable, that they are well administered in 
their present state. Such cases were, however, but few, and were always 
traceable to the presence and residence of influential noblemen and gentlemen 
actively and laudably engaged in the administration. These exceptions indeed 
rather proved the rule, as it was obviously desirable to provide for average circum- 
stances, and not to count on the occurrence or continuance of unusual advantages. 
In some cases also objections have been raised to the erection of additional' 
houses on the ground that the size of the Union was wholly unimportant 
provided the area of rating were diminished sufficiently. To us it did not 
appear that these questions were necessarily connected with each other. The 
diminution of the area of rating was, so far as payment of rates was concerned 
a question of the rate-payer— a question of the rich— and only collaterally, i. e 
as t bore on the employment of labour, a question of the poor ; but a diminution 
ot the Union, i. e., providing houses of relief within convenient reach of every 
«uper was directly a question of the poor, and only collaterally one of the 
rich 1 e, as it might tend to more economical administration. It appeared to 
us that nothing could be more dangerous than to oppose the dimiimtion of the 
aiea of rating to the diminution of the Union, leading distinctly, as it appeared

It is necessary, however, to say, that the proposed Unions are not, in all 
cases, such as we could have desired, if the whole country had been open before 
us, because it has been necessary to have regard to the existing workhouses, 
and interpolate the new ones as well as present circumstances admit. It has 
been represented that there would have been advantages in preserving the 
boundaries of counties and baronies in the formation of the original Unions, 
from those boundaries being long in use, as the limits of assessment for county 
and other purposes, as well as for medical charities ; but other considerations 
were thought more important at that time, and the position of the present 
houses renders the restoration impossible. We have, however, in some few 
cases proposed to revert to these ancient boundaries, and have, as far as we 
could, respected them in the new Unions. 

Another important consideration was, the possibility of forming Boards of 
Guardians within the new Unions, which we have always endeavoured to keep 
in view, but there are districts in which, at least for some time to come, this 
can scarcely be expected. In such districts, if houses should be erected, we 
would recommend their being considered, in the first instance, as subsidiary 
houses, controlled in detail by a resident officer, subject to the approval of the 
Board at the parent Union, or, such analogous arrangement, as may be con- 
sidered more suitable to the circumstances of each particular case. 

In regard to the new Unions we propose, we think it necessary to observe, 
that we are not, in all cases, in a position to fix the site of the house itself 
Precisely, presuming that when any Union is fully resolved upon, the Poor 
Law Commissioners will make such local examination as may be necessary on 
that point, involving, as it does, the facility of obtaining land, proximity to 
markets and sujiplies, with facility of approach, and numerous other local 
considerations. We have received many communications on this subject, as 
well as on the much discussed question of houses to be supported by the labour 
of their inmates. To this proposition our views, as at present informed, would 
not be favourable, if carried to any greater extent than is necessary for instruc- 
tion, but as it bore only indirectly on the question entrusted to us we have not 
thought it necessary to pursue the subject to any length. 

We, therefore, beg to annex a list of the Unions we propose to form, with an 
abstract of their population, value, and area, as well as of those which w ill be 
altered by them. But it is necessary to premise that these figures are taken 
from the published documents of the Poor Law department at present in use, 
and do not furnish the detail, w T hich our own papers will afford, when the 
electoral divisions are complete.

2nd. In regard to Electoral Divisions : — . 

The consideration of the question connected "with these divisions, or areas 
of rating, has proved the most difficult, as it was, doubtless, the most compli- 
cated portion of the inquiry entrusted to us. The working of a law which 
compels the productions or property of a country, to support all its inhabitants, 
is manifestly one of the most involved problems which society can present ; as 
every inhabitant has some description of property, some faculty by which he 
can minister to the wants of others ; the advantageous interchange of which it 
is the province of society to facilitate. This facility is, generally speaking, 
sufficiently afforded, by merely leaving free liberty of action to all parties, 
with full protection for person, and for property of all descriptions, whether 
derived or accumulated, or possessed in the power of labouring mentally or 
bodily. Under these conditions, the problem solves itself. But one of the 
arrangements necessary for this purpose — for this protection — is a provision 
for the helpless and infirm, and those occasionally destitute, in the most 
advantageous manner ; which it has been agreed in these countries, shall be, 
by general contributions, levied chiefly from property in land ; and to avoid 
imposition, by affording local examination and control, as well as to approxi- 
mate to the natural condition of family support, some division of the country 
into contributory districts has been thought necessary. In England the pa- 
rochial division, hallowed by long associations, has continued to this day the 
area of rating, several parishes, however, being under the amended law 
generally combined into one larger district or Union, for the benefit of central 
control and economy of administration. 

We have ventured to make these few general remarks, as introductory to 
the conclusions at which we have arrived, with regard to the area of rating in 
Ireland, not as presuming to enter upon the great questions of political science 
which have engaged the attention, and enlisted the advocacy, of the ablest men 
in Europe, and which are wholly beyond our province. 

In Ireland, sickness, and consequent suffering, has been, to some extent, long 
provided for by public contribution, or private benevolence, in dispensaries, 
infirmaries, and general hospitals, but the principle of legal charity, received 
by the Poor Relief Act of 1838, the great extension which led to the present 
question. At that time it was thought better to abandon the boundaries 
of counties, baronies, and parishes, which, till then, had been the limits of 
assessment, and form new spaces for the special purpose of the Poor Law. 
The positions of the houses which were then to be erected, were, as already 
stated in regard to Unions, fixed by the presence of convenient market towns, 
to which all parties were in the habit of resorting. The intervening country 
was divided between them, and the districts thus formed, were subdivided into 
smaller divisions, for the election of Guardians and levying of rates: — the 
expenses of the central house and its establishment, being shared by the Union 
at large, and each electoral division paying the cost of the persons supported 
in the house from within its limits. 

We have already stated, that many of the Unions thus formed, were found 
inconveniently large, when the Act of 1847 extended poor relief to able- 
bodied labourers under temporary privation, and we have proposed reductions 
in their size, and the consequent formation of new Unions, in those districts 
which appeared to require such change. 

But while we felt the necessity for these amendments, we have never for a 
moment lost sight of the still greater importance of such an arrangement of the 
area of rating, as may enable the proprietors of land to bear the new burthen 
thrown upon it, with as little deterioration as possible to their peculiar property, 
not only as a fair protection to themselves, but because it must be obvious that 
injury to the property of any one class, must derange the property of every 
other, whether as in the case of land by increasing the price of produce raised 
from it, to the ultimate cost of the consumers; or by throwing it out of cul- 
tivation altogether, in favour of the foreign producer, and so destroying or 
lessening the amount of labour afforded by it, to the ultimate injury of the 
parties themselves for whose support the rate was to be levied. 

This general view assumed still greater prominence in Ireland, from the 
present state of land and society, land being usually encumbered by permanent 
charges to the utmost extent it is capable of bearing ; the diminished compe- 
tition for its occupancy from the loss of the potato, and consequent breaking up

of small holdings, lessening the rent ; while the relief-receiving class became, 
(apart even from the famine of the few last years) much increased. Add to 
this the unwillingness or inability of many individual proprietors, whether 
absent or resident, to embark capital in improvements, and the pressure on the 
landed proprietors generally ; but more especially on those who are active and 
able to improve, must at once be seen to be such as greatly to cripple their exer- 
tions, if not to involve them all in one common ruin. 

True it is, that it is a condition of society that the good must suffer to some 
extent with and for the bad, and that society in time will right itself. The fee 
simple of the land may by law be made liable for the arrear of rates, or the 
Acts already in force may cause a change of proprietors. The gradual accu- 
mulation oi capital in trade, may provide purchasers for numerous smaller 
estates, and the cottier holder may in time become a daily labourer, instead of 
an unemployed receiver of relief. But this must involve great suffering, much 
of which is unnecessary and injurious to all parties, and it is important that in 
the change ,the good should be protected as far as possible, that is, as far as is 
consistent with the greater importance which must always attach to the com- 
munity than to the individual, and on this principle, of protection to the pro- 
perty and interests of all parties, we have endeavoured to consider the area of 
rating. 

There were propositions varying through every gradation, from a national 
rate to a rate on individual townlands, or even farms ; the former seeking to 
leap over all difficulties as to territorial divisions and classes of property, at the 
cost of the abandonment of all local control, and of the numberless shades of 
difference which constitute the divisions and liabilities of property itself, the 
other seeking to individualise the burthens of each proprietor, destroying all 
community, and leading also to the destruction of a free market for labour, the 
only property of the poor man; proposing as his protection from forcible 
removal, the enactment of a law of settlement so stringent as to bind the labourer 
to the spot where he was born, but perpetuating the immunity from charge, of 
lands not now in tillage or occupation, and equally perpetuating the present 
excessive charge on those districts in which, whether from social or natural 
causes, the congestion of population is now the greatest. This latter evil, how- 
ever, it has been proposed to meet by a rate, in aid of such districts, and of 
towns, (which are only the most condensed type of such districts) to be collected 
from some more extended space, varying from the Union to the before-men- 
tioned national rate. 

On the other hand, it has been proposed to supply the deficiency of relief for 
densely peopled districts, by an additional assessment on grass lands, and lands 
not employing labour, a proposition precisely the converse of the former for the 
same object. 

It has also been proposed to charge the infirm or helpless class to the Union 
at large, in addition to the expense of general establishment, which is now so 
borne ; in other words, to relieve that class which was the principal object of 
the Poor Law of 1838, entirely by Union rates, leaving the relief of the able- 
bodied only, to be met by assessment on the electoral divisions, or still smaller 
division, whether townlaud or farm. This is advocated the more strongly, as 
being, it is said, in the spirit of the new law’ of 1847, which does not make out- 
door relief to the able-bodied constant, but only to be administered when it shall 
appear necessary to the Poor Law r Commissioners. 

These view r s, with various modifications and numerous shades of difference, 
have been laid before us ably and ingeniously advocated, and they have been 
for the most part published by their authors in the papers of the day, or in 
pamphlets, so that they have become matters of public discussion, rendering it 
unnecessary for us to dwell upon them further, than as by their combination, or 
opposition, they have led us to the conclusions w'e have formed. 

It will be observed that all these plans have certain points in common ; first, 
they admit the right of the poor to relief, on the broadest basis, to the length 
of taxing the w r hole property- of the country of every description, to an inde- 
finite amount ; thus leaving the field entirely open to a consideration of the 
most advantageous mode of levying the tax. But, secondly, they all consider 
labour given as the equivalent to relief afforded, that is, as it appears to us, substi- 
tuting or mistaking a collateral object of the Poor Law, for the Poor Law itself. 
Now, it will not be denied that the prevention of distress is more advantageous

than its relief, and to that collateral extent every stimulus to the useful em- 
ployment of labour is manifestly desirable, but only so far as it is useful ; and 
it cannot be denied that the supply of labour may be excessive, as well as the 
supply of any other commodity, nor that, after it has passed the point at which 
it is useful and reproductive of capital, evil rather than good will result from 
its employment ; evil to the employer, from the laxity and idleness it must 
introduce ; evil to the labourer, from the same cause ; and ultimate evil to the 
community from reproducing only itself, and that in a continually increasing 
degree. Such a labour-rate would soon be worse, because permanent, or often 
recurring, than that which has already been so severely reprobated, when 
tried on a large scale in the form of public works ; from which it appears 
to differ, not in kind, but in degree. Thirdly, they all (so far as they admit 
local taxation at all) depend upon a rate in aid, in some form, more especially 
in the case of towns, whether as an additional taxation upon particular culture, 
upon land producing stock, from that producing crops, which would fetter the 
free, and therefore in the end, advantageous right of every proprietor to 
make that use of his property of every kind which he finds best ; or as a tax 
levied from other descriptions of property, or from a more extended district, 
the expenditure of which would be divested of the necessary supervision and 
control, precisely in proportion as the district was larger, and therefore be pro- 
portionally more and more unjust to the payer of the tax. 

It is also to be observed, that the advocates for these exceptional modes of 
rating, reside generally in districts peculiarly distressed, and suffering from the 
extreme pressure of the present times. It may perhaps be inferred from this cir- 
cumstance, that by as much as they prove the advantage of such rating for those 
districts, by so much do they prove its inapplicability to the country at large ; 
or even to those districts when they shall become better circumstanced. It 
would seem desirable rather to meet exceptional cases, by peculiar means, than 
to make exceptional cases the ground of a general law. 

It has therefore appeared to us that each of these propositions is unjust to 
some of the parties concerned — the public, the proprietor, or the labourer ; and 
that the object we have sought to obtain, viz., placing the country and each 
part of it, in the position which shall best combine the interest of the labouring 
class with that of the employers of labour, is to be found in such a change of 
boundary, and in many cases such a reduction in area, of the present electoral 
divisions, as shall give every practicable advantage to the zealous improver, 
without unduly restricting the field of the labourer’s employment. We hoped 
to find it practicable to leave in each district such an amount of labour as was 
necessary for its improvement, having regard to the peculiar capabilities it 
might possess, without making the divisions so large as to prevent the influence 
of each proprietor and occupier from being usefully exerted, as well by the 
force of example with its valuable operation on public opinion, as by the more 
direct means of labour afforded ; and this we had every reason to suppose 
could be accomplished, with such regard to the boundaries of property as, at 
least, to prevent any part of an estate from being severed from the other parts, 
unless they were outlying or detached. 

We trust we shall not be thought to have exceeded our duties, in thus briefly 
adverting to various propositions which were brought before us, although 
strictly speaking, their consideration did not perhaps fall within the scope & of 
our inquiry, because they have engaged much public attention, and because 
such a change in the system of rating and of responsibility as they all contem- 
plate, would materially influence the opinions we should come to. Of this class 
also, is the view advocated by various persons of great intelligence, that co-ope- 
ration between the landlord and occupier in the employment of labour and pre- 
vention of abuse, would be more valuable than any attempt to excite combination 
between neighbouring proprietors. This seemed to us of great importance, but 
it would appear to depend more upon the adjustments of rates between landlord 
and tenant than on change of boundaries. 

After every inquiry, and consideration, therefore, we do not find it neces- 
sary to recommend any departure from the original instructions of the Poor 
Law Commissioners in 1838, in regard to electoral divisions, but at the time 
the present divisions were formed, the topography and statistics of the south 
and west, were less known than they now are, by the subsequent publication 
of the Ordnance Survey and other official documents ; and we have sedulously 
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endeavoured to collect such information as may enable us to carry out the 
instructions of ] 838, in the full and liberal spirit in which they are framed. 

This information is now digested (with the exception of a few districts in 
which difficulties have occurred) for the whole of Ireland, and in its present 
form is as follows. 

1st. A tabular statement of the area, population, and value of every townland, Means adopted to 
with other information relating to each of them. We have separated the area carry JK® 1 out 
into its cultivated and uncultivated portions, by aid of the recent agricultural U ^ 
returns, as the former is incomparably the most important, in regard to popu- 
lation and value ; and erroneous conclusions might be drawn from considering 
the gross area, as the limit of comparisons. From the same returns we have 
obtained the number of holdings in each townland. We have also divided the 
population by the Census of 1841, (the latest available document) according to 
the class of residence occupied by the people, instead of using the general 
totals, hoping to infer from the division some probable proportions between the 
rate-paying, and relief-receiving classes, as well as the capability of the new 
electoral divisions and Unions, to furnish the requisite number of Guardians. 

In regard to the valuation also, as the Poor Law valuation was made by 
different persons in the several Unions, and on different standards, we found 
it difficult to arrive at correct results, when we combined portions of adjacent 
Unions, and this anomaly we have sought to avoid, by availing ourselves of 
the general Government valuation, now advancing to completion, by Mr. 

Griffith. 

2nd. A series of maps compiled on the townland sheets of the Ordnance Property maps. 
Survey, from information furnished through the Poor Law Commissioners by 
the clerks of the Unions, and from other sources. These maps, in addition to 
their general information, now show the name of the proprietor of every town- 
land, and therefore the boundary, position, and extent of every property in 
Ireland, finally the 1907 sheets which contain them have been reduced to a 
smaller scale, and collected into the County Index maps. The boundaries of 
property thus admit of easy comparison with the boundaries of the existing 
electoral divisions. 

Our course of proceeding then, is to take the several sources of complaints Course of proceed- 
in succession, and test them by the tables and property maps, in order to pro- in s- 
pose such changes of boundaries as may redress the evil, so far as the facts thus 
before us will admit, combining in one view the extent cultivated and uncul- 
tivated, the population classified as above, the value, and the physical formation 
and circumstances, of the townlands which it is desired to combine or sever, in 
the re-formation of the electoral or rateable divisions. 

We trust it will be seen from this statement, how large a task is yet before Magnitude of the 
us. There are 66,700 townlands in Ireland, comprised at present in 2049 be per ’ 

electoral divisions, more than half of which it 'will probably be necessary to exa- ° rme ’ 
mine and subdivide ; but we felt that a less ample basis of facts would be in- 
sufficient to do justice to the serious interests involved, interests of the last 
importance, not only to the individuals more immediately, or in the first 
instance concerned ; but to the whole community, as involving to a considerable 
extent the successful and satisfactory working of the Poor Law at the present 
critical moment, as well possibly as for the future. 

In order to show the result of this examination and re-division, we beg to Example from the 
annex to this Report, a map of the Union of Ballina, as originally constituted, U +L°" of ? aUina * 
and as we propose to recommend it. Appendix D. 

It will be seen that it consisted originally of 504,115 statute acres, of which 
38,838 were under crop in 1847, but as in that year much land susceptible of 
tillage was left untilled, that figure ought probably to be increased to 45,000. 

The only town of importance it contained was Ballina, which being near the 

eastern limit, left the remote extremity of the Union at a distance of 40 miles 

from the workhouse. We were aware that the Poor Law Commissioners had 

already resolved to erect an additional house at Belmullet, for the western 

district; and we have proposed two others, not merely for the purpose of 

relieving that Union, but the adjacent Union of Sligo, as will be seen by the 

general map. The next question was the sub-division into areas of rating, the 

former boundaries of which are shown as well as those now proposed. A Tabular view of the 

tabular statement of the facts connected with each townland is also annexed, new airan ° n • 
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grouped into electoral divisions ; and in another table the electoral divisions 
grouped into the several Unions, all the boundaries of which, as well of Unions 
as electoral divisions, it will be seen coincide with the boundaries of property. 

The map and table speak for themselves, but it may be well to request atten- 
tion to a few particulars. In the Union of Bally castle, for instance ; first, the 
valuation, distributed equally among all the inhabitants, varies in the different 
electoral divisions from ll. 11s. to 12s. 3d . ; on the old arrangement it varies 
from 1/. 12s. 3d. to 16s., showing no material change in that respect to result 
from the proposed division. There is one acre and a quarter of the land which 
was under tillage in 1847, to each family of five persons, and an average value 
of 1/. 4s. to each person, but it is not to be assumed from these figures, that 
4 1. 16s. is the rated value of such land, because there is also an average of 
twenty acres of pasture and waste to each family in this district, bearing a 
valuation of about Is. per acre. It will be seen 15-16ths of the Union is rough 
mountain pasture, yet throughout these tracts numerous families are located, and 
they constitute the class which is of all others the most difficult to provide for. 
The number of holdings is about half the number of families in each electoral 
division, and these may possibly be rate-paying farmers, the remaining half being 
probably of the class who will gradually become day-labourers, and from among 
whom occasional destitution may be expected. The town division, Killala, has the 
largest value, being liable to peculiar pressure. There are a sufficient number 
of residents in respectable houses to constitute Guardians. We have ascertained 
that even in this unfavourable district there are resident gentry. These con- 
ditions should seem to mark the possibility of working this small Union in 
ordinary times ; and such has been the conviction we have arrived at ; yet we 
would not lead any one to suppose that these figures are absolutely correct. 
The holdings, for example, and extent of tillage, are from returns of 1847 ; the 
population and its classifications are from the returns of 1841 ; the Government 
valuation, 1844 ; and there can be no doubt that great changes have taken place 
since these periods. The valuation then made was on a standard about one- 
third below the rent value, and the destruction of the potato has now reduced 
the rent, even if received, considerably ; but the population has no doubt 
diminished in at least as great a proportion. 

The tables, therefore, must not be taken for more than they are worth ; they 
present the best data we are able to obtain, and afford the best approximation 
we can arrive at ; nor can it be denied that Bally castle may probably be one of 
the Unions which must for the present be considered subsidiary to the parent 
Union. It is, also, to be observed, that the Union of Ballina presents perhaps 
the greatest contrast between the magnitude of the present Unions and electoral 
divisions, and those which we propose to form. This, probably, arises from 
the great extent and general distribution of mountain land, and there are few 
districts in which the present spaces can require so extensive a sub-division. 
There may have been difficulties in the original demarcation which led to the 
placing 145,000 acres of such land, with a population of 13,347, in one electoral 
division ; and we have found in other mountain districts, as Letterkenny and 
Inishowen, divisions analogous to those we propose. 

We have not yet been able to make known in the Ballina Union the proposed 
electoral divisions ; we therefore venture to present these maps and tables in 
a very difficult district, merely as an example of the course we are pursuing ; 
and as the information we have sought is now nearly complete, we intend (if 
the principle be approved) to continue the same course as rapidly as possible 
till the whole kingdom has been examined, and its divisions revised, so far as 
may appear necessary.

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APPENDIX. 



(A.) 

Extract from the Instructions issued by the Poor Law Commissioners in Ireland, 
dated October 9, 183S. 

2nd. In the formation of Unions, county or baronial boundaries need not be observed, 
wherever a sufficient cause exists for departing from them ; in the absence of any such cause 
it will be desirable to adhere to old and recognized boundaries. The same remark applies to 
the property of an individual, which should not be separated or placed in different Unions, 
except where such severance is necessary for ensuring the compactness or convenience of the 
arrangement ; and in every such case, pains should be taken to satisfy the proprietor that the 
course adopted is really necessary. 

3rd. Very careful consideration will in every case be required in arranging the electoral 
divisions, as well as in determining the number to be established in each Union ; for although 
the 18th section gives the Commissioners power to “ alter the electoral divisions from time to 
time as they may see fit,” it will be extremely important so to form these divisions at the 
outset, as to prevent the necessity for subsequent alteration. 

4th. As regards the number of electoral divisions, it seems generally desirable, that there 
should be as many as there are to be elected guardians, and that the several divisions should 
be, as nearly as may be, of about the same size. Cases will not improbably occur, however, 
in which it may be expedient or necessary to depart from this rule, either on the account of 
the extent of individual properties, or of some local circumstance rendering it impracticable or 
unadvisable to lorm all the divisions of similar dimensions, in which case the larger division 
may probably have a proportionate number of guardians assigned to it, as in the instance of 
the larger parishes in the English Unions; it will be well, however, to deal with such cases as 
exceptions to the rule, and as far as practicable, to form the several electoral divisions of about 
the same size, each returning one guardian, 

5th. In forming the townlands into electoral divisions, difficulties will probably be raised 
as to what particular townlands shall be grouped together, some being heavily charged with 
pauperism, and others being nearly free from it. Landed proprietors, too, will naturally be 
desirous of having their land placed in one division unmixed with the land of others, especially 
in cases where they have taken pains, or incurred expense to improve their properties. It is 
impossible to lay down any unvarying rule applicable to such cases ; but the wishes of pro- 
prietors, where the lands are contiguous, should be attended to, as far as circumstances permit, 
without injury or inconvenience to others; and in grouping pauperized and unpauperized 
townlands together, which will very often be necessary, care should be taken so to arrange 
t he district as to make the relief afforded to the former as little oppressive as possible to the 
patter.
